The Eurotunnel pres- 
ideitt, I^uick Poi^Qe. conceded foot 
while insoreis will pay fix most of the 
physical damagi*, the loss of public 
confidence could take longer to re- 
store, however well the safety pro- 
cedures worked. ‘‘This was a serious 
inddentbut it has enabled us to riiow 
the quality of our safety procedures. 


We beUeve that it is throuj^ this in- 
ddeot that our number one priori- 
ty, the safety of passengers, has 
been folly demonstrated.'’ 

While no cme died, it will have re- 
inforced people’s often irrational 
fears of the tunnel and many may 
choose the ferries as a resulL 

In the short term, there is the pos- 
sibility that the fire will undermine 
the current negotiations by Euro- 
tunnel to reschedule the project’s 
£8.7bn debt, especially as the banks 
may feel that foture revenue suf- 
fer so badty that efforts to save the 
company are futile. Eurotunnel was 
alreatfy expecting to lose £700m 
this year and further losses can be 
e^peaed as (mtimistic predictions of 
revenues of J»9()m wul be reduced. 
The stock market reacted pre- 
dictably, marking down Eurotunnel 
while P&O shares prospered.

Investigation will focus on decision to halt train and lead victims through tunnel

The investigation underway 
into the Channel Tunnel fire 
will concentrate on whether 
all safety procedures were fol- 
lowed and in particular try 
to discover why the train was 
halted. 

Safety rules - different for 
EuFOStar and tourist shuttles 
because they are endos^ and 
drivers travel with their cars - 
outline three alternatives for 
freight shuttle trains. 

The first is for the train to 
continue as fast as possible to 
an eriL If the fire is too strong,

If the Channel Tunnel bad an 
Achilles* heel then it was always 
going to be its fleet of freight 
shuttles. Although th^ have 
proved to be the worldiotse of 
the ^em, transporting some 
1^00 lorries a day between 
Folkestone and Calais, a ques- 
tion mark has always hung over 
their safe^ because of the semi- 
open desi^ 

There are usually 28 wagons 
to each freight shuttle. 

The ori^nal intention was to 
design the individual wagons so 
that they were folly endo^ just 
as the passenger shuttles are. 
Drivers would then be able to 
remain in their cabs for the 
35-mmule joumiw and drive off 
immediately at the other end. 

The An^o-French Inter- 
Govemmeotal Safety Author' 
ity dbgeaed. however, on safety 
grounds. It insisted that drivers 
travel instead in a separate 
amenity carriage and askra Eu- 
rotunnel to modjiy its design. 

Eurotunnel soon discovered 
that there were pressing reasons 
other dian safety for not going 
ahead with a cloKd carriage de- 
sign - weij^u cost and opera- 
tional effiaency. 

The company discovered 
that, together with the weight 
of the lorries themselves, a 
closed wagon design would 
place more strain on the shut- 
tles than thc\’ could bear. 

It also dikov’ered that the 
cost would be excessive. When 


oonnect the locomotive and 
the club car - where lorty dri- 
vers rest- from the remainder 
of the train and head off fagt 
down the track.

By that time, however, Eur' 
rotunnel had aJreatty placed 
advance orders for the fleet, a 
move that angered MFs on the 
home affairs committee. 

Eurotunnel is now buying a 
further 16 freij^t shuttle wag- 
ons and two entire freight shut- 
tle tr ains . This time the order 
has been placed with a Belgian 
manufacturer, Arbel because, 
Eurotunnel says, its bid was a 
third lower than the price 
charged by Flat Breda. The 
eventual price will depend, 
however, on whether Eurotun- 
nel is fbi^ to re-design its en- 
tire fleet of freight shuttles.

Why the Government’s bill will not work 


The Firearms (Amendment) Bill is unlikely to prevent another 
Dunblane type tragedy because it attempts to ban a single 
category of object - centrefire handguns. Such a ban is futile 
because a crazed individual might defeat the licensing system, 
or, much more likely, such a person might acquire a firearm by 
illegal means. 

In his evidence to the Parliamentary Home Affairs Committee on the 
Possession of Handguns. Sir James Sharpies. President of the 
Association of Chief Police Officers, said ftat bans would not vrork 
and that the police service had learnt that it needed to pay more 
attention to the personal suitability of the individual. Although 
ACPO's position has subsequently changed, we think the truth in 
Sir James' comments is clear. 

So what should be done? 

The Sportsman's Association want better laws and improved 
vetting procedures for those who apply for or attempt to renew 
shotgun or firearm certificates. Thomas Hamilton was 
investigated 7 times without action being taken against him. We 
must ensure that this never happens again. There may be a need 
for a specialist firearms licensing authority as recommended by 
both the Home Office and Firearms Consultative Committee. 


A centralised licensing authority would take the administrative 
iBsponsibiiilyfDrissuingfirearm and shotgun certificates away from 
the police and put it in the hands of specialists. The weakness of 
existing arrangements is that police officers may be sent out on 
firearms enquiries without adequate training or knowledge. 

What will the bill do? 

The public should also be concerned about the consequences of 
the proposed legisfafion on sporting men and women and on the 
economy. In its present form tiiis legislation will destroy at least 
2,000 jobs. It will dislocate the lives of tens of thousands of 
decent, law-abiding sportsmen and women too and cost the tax 
payer a great deal of money. 

Some may say. that inconvenience to the shooting community, 
or slightly increased taxes for all are nothing as compared to 
the suffering of the parents and people of Dunblane. That is 
true. But in a mature democracy there is only one gjod reason 
for legislation of the type proposed - a true public benefit The 
firearms bill as proposed is illogical. It scapegoats the innocent 
sets a danpraus precedent for confiscation of private property 
and may aggravate the problem of armed crime. It is the 
product of media-led politics.

New league tables

Fiffy grammar schools are fail- 
their pupils, aooording to this 
year's exam league tables, a 
headteachers’ leader said yes- 
terday. 

Grammar schools select the 
best 30 per cent or less, and 
overall, ^ per cent ^ould get 
Jive top GCSE grades. Peter 
l^^ownes, past president of the 
Secondary Heads Association, 
said. 

But the Government's per- 
formance tables for this year, 
published yesterday, show that, 
though some grammar sdiools 
are at the top, 50 sdiools ^ not 
tneet that tar^ and 18 had 
scores of less £an 90 per cenL 
At A^evel 35 of the schools were 
below the national average. 

The G rammar Schools .As- 
sociation contested Mr 
Downes’ views as “offensive''. • 
It said grammar schools' results 
were better than ever. 

Mr Downes, head of Hioch- 
ingbrooke comprehensive 
schooL Cambridgeshire, said 
that with the Education BilL 
which wQ] extend selection, ^- 
ing through the Cominoas, min- 
isters had to ask themselves 
whether some of the 161 gram- 
mar schools were failing. 

“The nation^ average for 
pupOs getting five GCSE grades 
A-C is 44 per cent," he said.

Gulf between best and worst still growing

The gulf between Britain's least 
and most suocessffil pupils is 
continuing to grow, official 
school league tables published 
today rev^ While the pro- 
portion of pupils gaimiig ^ 
high grades at GCSE rose by 1 
per cent this year, the propo^ 
tioo leaving school with noth- 
ing fell by just 0.2 per cent.

leader cl^ed that the cables 
could actually be forcing some 
pupQs into failure.

“If league tables are having 
any iumact at aU it is more than 
aigual^ that they are danrag- 
ing the interests of the least 
able,” he said.

New power for 
police to curb 
‘Rambo’ knives

police powers to stop and 
search suspects, and legisla* 
tion to restrict the proraotion of 
“Rambo style” combat knives, 
was proposed by the Govern- 
ment ye^erdajy. 

The two initiatives are the lat- 
est attempts by Michael 
Howard, the Home Secretary, 
to tackle the growing concerns 
about the esralating knife cul- 
ture. But the proposal to give 
police greater freedom to 
sear^ people was immediate- 
ly condemned civil liberty 
^ups as a draconian measure 
that could lead to unrest and 
discrimination in inner cities. 

The Home Office is propos- 
to amend the CriminaJ Jus- 
tice and Public Order Act 1994 
to allow police to stop and 
search in a specified area for "a 
suitable period” if a senior of- 
ficer reasonably believes that 
people may be carr\'ing 
weapons or drugs. A siimlar 
measure could be introduced in 
Scotland. 

However after opposilioa 
firom Labour it is understood 
that the Home Office has 


agreed to drop the drugs amct 
of the proposal and restrict it to 
knives. 

This proposal follows an an- 
nouncement earlier this month 
by Mr Howard that the police 
code of practice would be al- 
tered to allow officers to stop 
and search anyone they be- 
lieved to be a member of a gang 
known to cany knivK or t^er 
weapons. 

John Wadb^ director of 
Liberor, the civil rights organi- 
sation, said: “This latest pro- 
posal is a massive e 3 ttension of 
stop and search powers. Any 
young person, ai^ black person, 
any person with loim hair, in fact 
any person at all wm be subject 
to random and arbitrary search- 
es by the police.** 

But Mr Howard said: “Extra 
stop and search powers for the 
police will tackle the rcsal of 
people carrying knives in pub- 
lic without good reason.” 

In a letter to Labiour s shad- 
ow home secretary Jack Straw, 
and the Liberal Democrats* 
spokesman Alex Carlisle, Mr 
Howard also proposed a new 
offence of marketing a knife in 
a way which suggests an ag- 
gre^ive use for II This would 
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• ^ly both to its name and ad- 
vertising. However Mr Howard 
admitted this would not prevent 
the sale of ai^ knives, just their 
packaging. 

He sard: ‘This would not 
guarantee the piohibitioo of the 
sale of undesirable knives. But 
it would stop them being called 
by unacceptable names or be- 
ing accompanied unaccept- 
able laiiguage.The new 
marketing ofience - aimed at 
weapons with names like The 
Vindicator - would cany a max- 
imum penalty of six months im- 
prisonment and/or a £3,000. 

The new measures could be 
taken through the Ccxnmons by 
Labour MP Jim^ Wray.

However, in daims coinriding 
voth the laiuxdi of his autobiog- 
rapl^, Laurie Ma^. the team 
coa^ says an intena! South 
AGncan inquiiy and a private de- 
tective he hired hin^lf found 
that the team's driziks were 
^Mked with a bert) known local- 
ly as "Indian trit^". The herb is 
odourless and tasteless but is re- 
puted to induce symptoms sim- 
Dar to severe food poisorung. 

“IVe always thought it was 
likely [that the team was poi- 
soned]," Dr Bowen said. "But 
I never bad any evidence that 
anything was spiked." He said 
he bad ^ce heard that Indian 


trick would have produced the 
symptoms soffered ^ the team. 

Mains said his private inves- 
tigator had established that a 
South A&k^ waitress knovm 
only as "Susie" had been paid 
to slip Indian trick into the 
team's tea and Goffee on the eve 
of the final He did not s^, how- 
ever, how be could be sure or 
who had paid the waitress.

The Government faces a back- 
bench uprising today as prepa- 
rations for the European si^e 
currency exposed the divisions 
in both Conservative and 
Labour parties. 

Ibiy MPsare furious at what 
they see as the Government 
"sneakiiig through" plaos they 
fearwoiud tie the pound to the 
euro even if Britain stays out of 
monetaiy union. And Gordon 
Brown, the shadow chancellor, 
came underpressure from the 
liades Union Congress to 
adopt a more positive approach 
to the single currency. 

John Redwood, last year's 
Ion leadmship ebaUenger, said 
EU plans for "reinforced con- 
vergence procedures’* to be im- 
posed on countries «4ucb do not 
adopt the euro would mean 
Britain could lose its opt-out 
from the discipline of the sin- 
gle currency. 

Elocuments to be vetted by 
MPs in a committee session this 
moniing include plans to in- 
crease pressures on non-joiners 
to brii^ their economies into 
line with euro countries, in- 
cluding a new exchange-rate 
me chanism, and a stabnj% pact, 
to impe^ la^e fines on coun- 
tries vduch Join the euro and fail 


to keep to budget limits. 

In the documents, Kenneth 


Clarke, the Chancellor, de- 
fends convergence rules, and 
savs tbaL whether or not Britain 
converts to the euro, "policies 
aimed towards convergence - 
Ion' inflation and sound public 
finances - are sound in tbeir 
own right". 

John Monks, general secre- 
tary of the TUC, said whichev- 
er par^ wins the election wOl 
face a choice between Joining 
ihe first wave of European 
Monetaiy Union from 1 Janu- 
ary 1999 or seeing Britain iso- 
lated in Europe. 

The wait-and-see option, 
reaffirmed by Mr Brown in his 
speech to the City last ni^t, car- 
ries the risk that the UK would 
find It hard to join later on sat- 
isfactory terms, Mr Monks ar- 
gued. Britain's negative 
approach had already "poi- 
soned the water” for ai^ new 
prime minister. 

Mr Brown confirmed 
Labour would hold a referen- 
dum if it decided to join "in the 
course of the next parliament”, 
but Mr Monks warned that it 
should not be used as an emuse 
to delay enhy. 

Today the Government rele- 
gates the most important issue 
facing the country to an obscure 
standing committee of mostly 
obscure MPs. Instead of Mr 
Clarice facing Mr Brown across 
the despatch box in the Cham- 
ber to discuss EU plans for the 


euro. Phillip Oppenheim. the 
most junior Ire^iy minister, 
faces Mike O'Brien, Mr 
Brown's number four, in a com- 
mittee room upstairs. 

The Government was con- 
demned by 144 back-bench 
indudog 94 lories, for re- 
furing to dd>ate the plans on the 
floor of the House. 

A motion by Jimmy Hood. 
Labour chairman of the aU-par- 
ty European Legislation com- 
minee. said the plans "raise 
questions of legal and political 
importance" and should be de- 
bated 1^ the whole House. As 
well most of tire lory Eunxoep- 
tic "usual suspects”, the motion 
was also signed ty pro-Euro- 
peans Hugh Dykes, Sir David 
Knox, Peter Bottomley and Sir 
Terence Higgins. 

MrDykessaid: "Theessenoe 
of the ministerial posture is to 
s^, l^m't let’s discuss it, it's too 
awkward, let's push it to one 
side'. It is the most important 
subject facing the nation. I be- 
lieve the p&lic wiU get in- 
creasingly in favour of it as they 
discuss it.” 

And David Heathcoat- 
Affioiy, the former Ireasuty 
minister, said: "These regular 
tioQs win set up a masrive trans- 
fer of powers away from the 
House of Commons and I want 
that properiy debated, proper- 
ly voted on, so that everj^ne can 
loiow what we’re doing.”

Dithering in Europe 
leaves Korea staring 
into nuclear abyss

The fragile peace on the Kor- 
ean peninsula, the world’s last 
Cold War flashpoint, is in 
jeopardy if European 
ments to aoee on a 15 mil- 
lion eat (£11 3m) package to 
provide oil to the stricken 
government of North Korea. 

European ConunissioD offi- 
oalsaze engp^ in delkate neg- 
otiations with the Korean 
Ei»rgy Development Organi- 
sation (Kedo), ajomi Amerkan- 
Japancse-South Korean bcxly 
formed after a scare in 1994. 
when PyonQnng appeared to be 
developing nuclear wcaprers. 
A funding crisis has left Kedo 
on the edge of collapse and it 
has asked the Europeans for a 
IS million ecu annual contri- 
bution in return far ntcmbciship 
of the or^nisaiion. 

But differences between 
European Utuon member states 
threaten to tbwait the deal 
And. wfthout European monej'. 
Kedo offidals fear it will fall 
apart, increasing the risk that 
^ngyang will restart its nuc- 
lear programme and plunge 
the peniKula hack into crisis. 

Kedo represents the best 
b(^ in decades for peace on the 
peninsula. The orgruisationwas 
bom as a consequence of the 
liamcworl: i^jeemeoL signed 
in Geneva m 1994, which 
temporarily defused fears of a 


nuclear oonfrontatioo. In spi^ 
dial year, American qv satdlHes 
revealed that the Nora Koreans 
were stockpflh^ qwnt fuel rods 
^m Soriei-ma^ nuclear re- 
actors. These had the potential 
for generating phitonium capa- 
ble of being u.sed in nuclear 
warheads, i^er months of neg- 
otiations, North Korea agreed 
to freeze their operations. 

Kedo was foniM to fi^ ihe 

other side of the bargaui: the 
provision of safer, light-water 
reactors cosism SSbn (£3bn), to 
be paid for Iw South Itorea and 
Japan. The Creneva ac(|ord also 
promtecd heavy fiicl oil to tide 
the North over while the safe 
reaciois are being installed. 

The annuat cost of the fuel 
shhunents is around S5Sm, of 
which S25m has been approved 
by the US. Britain and Japan 
have made lesser contributions. 
But without more substantial 
participation by Eun^, Kedo 
ha.s h'ltle hope of fulfilling its 
obligations. And, last week, "Py- 
ODgyang’s official news agenq^ 
threatened a restart to nuclear 
development if there were de- 
lays to the Kedo programme. 

Kedo’s troubles come at a 
limg of mcreasing inslabOi^ in 
Korea, which has been divided 
between the Stalinist North and 
the US-backed South since the 
end of the Second World 
With the collapse of the Soviet 
bloc. North Korea's economy 
plummeted. In 199S the North 


made an unprecedcnicd appeal 
for foreign aid. raising hopes of 
dialogue. But Pjtingj'ang refus- 
es lo talk direciK' wiih Wonc 
bul the US - which insists' ihai 
aiQ’ scltlcmcm must he reached 
behveen the two Koreas. Hopes 
were pinned on a pmposal for 
four-wtQ- talks, ineludine ihv 
two Koreas, the US and China 
- but these were dashed in Sep- 
tember when a North Korean 
submarine run agnrand in the 
South, while engaged on an up- 
paral spy mission. The outrage 
this provoked in Seoul has jecip- 
anfired the Geneva agreement. 

"We cannot keep the nudear 
prograraine frozen any longer 
only to get heavy oil ... wiih'nu 
importance given to when the 
li^t-watcr reactors will be 
provided,' f^nsvai^'s new's 
agency said last wvek. accusing 
the US of 'breaking hs promise' 
in "unilatenilly' delaying the im- 
plementation of the agreement. 

Pyongyang will tiKkw' ckvse its 
liaison office in the demili- 
tarised zone between the two 
countries in protest. 

'We're at a very dicey pi^ini. 
and the European ciintrihu- 
tion is very imponant to the 
whole thing,' said one observ- 
er in Seoul yesterday. ‘Ti seems 
people have to be brought to the 
point where they're staring into 
the abys before they make up 
their minds. We were close lo 
the abyss in 1994. but people 
have forgotten that.'

A recent attack on the 
E^plian embas^ in Islam- 
abad. Pakistan, was blamed 
on people who had just finished 
bomb-making classes across 
the border. 

Uadi now, observers 

hoped that the Taliban would 
fol/il their pledge to ban train- 
ing. especially ^er they closed 
camps near Jalalabad sod Kab- 
ul. But there is evidence that at 
least two camps have reopened. 
Al Badr 1 and A1 Badr 2, on the 
Pakistani border, were dosed 
two months ago and 107 Pak- 
istani trainees sent home.

Sir CoagratulatioQs to Kenneth 
Redgrave for bringing to public 
notice some of foe disoepancies of 
foe sodal services (letter. 18 
November). Having been a foster 
mother for 4S years, 1 have seen ah 
the changes over foe years. 

When 1 first became a foster 
mother, you had a chOd and it 
stayed with you all tfarou^ 
childbood, started a career, gpt 
married and brought the children 
to see their grandma. This is now 
completely impossible. The tystem 
is matting the cbildim angry and 
violent. 

Quldreh coming from homes 
because of ne^ect, cruelty or 
violence are put immediatety wifo 
foster carers, instead of a period of 
training or rehabilitation. Often 
they are sent to inexperienced 
carers, and it breaks down. The 
older, more oq^enced carets are 
“(hrown out”, instead of being used 
to help and train the ineqierienced 
(sodaJ workers do not have time 
for this). 

Children are virtually cast out at 
16. Lip service is ptud to finding 
them accommodation, which they 
often cannot afford to maintain. 
That is why so many of these 
children are on the streets, sleeping 
rough or in prostitution, with no 
links to go teck to, as in most cases 
fostering h^ only been a short- 
term amir. 

These diildren get the blame for 
many things chat fo^ are the 
victims not the perpetrators. 

Raising the pay to carers is not 
foe answer, even though foe lowest 
pay is about 3pp an hour. There is 
the insccurityof fosierii^yDU are 
self-employra, with no rights, no 
pension, no paid holidays -though 
some local authorities are now

Thus, on ihe Thames, 

begins a story ihfl* w 
most compelling and influenual 
works of English literature in the l^t 
century; Joseph Conrad's Heart of Dark' 
/less. It is the stotj' of Marlow s journey 
through the jungles of the Belgian Congo to 
find the mysterious Kurtz, a ci>lonial figure of 
mythic status who has gone ai^uirag 

power and influence over lire natives while los- 
ing hk own mind in the process. It is an account 
of the descent of a Westerner into siwa^iy 
as he encouateis Africa, of a man who has 
lost his moral bearings deep in the juiigie. 

A tale of colonial adventure in what 15 now 
Zaire has obvious relevance as foreign forces 
prepare to arrive in that benighted country to 
deliver humarutarian assistance. Bui it is not quite 
the message that a casual reading of the story 
would give us. the reading that is pressed uron us 
by those who see in ccnirol Africa s problems 
merely humanity gone mad. A message is being 
sent when ihe phrase "heart of darkness is casu- 
ally bandied around: that Africa fe irredeemably 
savage, the dark conlinenL a place where light 
and cKilisation (a Western preserve) can 
never peneiraie. Coruad’s work, and the 
casual use of its title to refer to blood- 
shed and war, has bea>me an icon of 
Western altitudes towards the Third 
W^orld. and Africa in particular, a 
supporting argument from an 
for the thesis that parts of the 
Third World are mad. bad 
and dangerous to know, 
and irretrievably so. 


But it is not so; and a careful look at Conrad, and 
the bad^round to his novel, reveals far more than 
casual racism or the careless perpetration of Stereo- 
types. As Conrad knew, when we stare into the daak- 
ness we are looking into our own hearts. 

*1110 stoiy was fifst printed in Blackwoods Maga- 
zine (a darit trony iiseu, the tide of the pidilication). 
It is about the hjipocri^ inbeieat in mlrmiwlism, and 
the violence it begets. Maitow, a sea-emstain, is given 
the mission in the first place because his predeces- 
sor has been ^ed after he savagely attacked an 
African chief in an argument over two hens. “He

He is told that Kurtz is a prodigy, “an emissary 
of pity, and sdence, and progress, and devil knows 
what else.” Kurtz has written an eloquent report for 
the International Sociely for the Su ppres aon of Sav^ 
age Customs. Yet this is also a man who can say; 
“Edenninate all the Brutes!*' And when he finds 
him. Kurtz is gone, dytog, his soul alrea^ lost: The 
wOderness had found him out eariy.” He is no longer 
the mythic figure that Marlow has sought, just a sad 


and broken man dying from fever.

Conrad’s story k ^ut the clash between the 
colonial ideal, the missitm cMlisanice, and the real- 
ity: enslavement, morder, plunder and disaster. The 
subfect is colonial hypocr^, not African mariness. 
He locates it in Africa, and in the Congo, 1 suspect, 
both because he bad been there and because 
Congo was not British, it was BelgUn. Conrad (Pol- 
ish birth) apparently did not wish to antagonise 
his British readers. For the book is at least partW 
about Britain, and British colonialism (Kurtz is iial& 
English. haif-Rrencfa). Conrad sofrened hismess^e, 
but it is always there, nudging gently at our 
conscience. 

He starts his book on the misty Thames just down 
the river from The Independent's office, not on the 
Coneo; and this strain runs throughout the book, 
seeping through in references to the Romans in 
Britain, to Drake (the subject of a critic aiticie in 
Bladwoods), and to Sir John Franklin (whose exp> 
dition to the North-West Passage ended in disaster, 
and in cannibalism). 

At the centre of Conrad's book is the appalliim 
spiritual contradiction faced by those :rao len 
Europe for Empire, taking with them the belief that

they were going to do gi3od. Nowhere was this befief 
more prevalent than among the Briumswfao set out 
for Africa, India or Aaa. Yet the idealism was 
inevitably contradicted ^ the brutali^ that th^ 
found themselves indulgiiig in, a brutalihr that tb^ 
could not bear to countenance. I^ced vntb their own 
descent into violence, they often took refrige in a 
belief that this was, somehow', not faappenu^ or that 
they had no choice in the matter. The men of 
empire, writes Kathryn Tidrick in her book Empire 
and the British Charaaer. were forced into this 
d^al of violence “not only because they had moral 
reservations about physical coerdon but because 
tb^ believed that th^ were blessed with attrib- 
utes of character which enabled them to prevail 
without iL" Out of this psy^kt^cal contra- 
diction, and its unsustainabOiQr, comes Kurtz's 
madn^ Tidrick's book is full of good men . 
who found this bypocri^ bard to near, and 
who were led as a rest^ to bnitaliiy, mad- 
ness, or both. 

Certainly, Conrad did not have £ir to 
look to find examples. He draws heavOy 
upon the career of the journalist Henry 
Morton Stanley, author of b% Darkest 
Africa, for whom the seaidi for a story 
led to exploration, and then to iorvolve- 
ment m the events he described. After h^ 
famous meeting with Livingstone, Stanly 
moved on to the service of Bel£^ King 

Leopold, vriio ran Congo as his personal fi^ 
under the cover of the £teniatk>Dal Assoda- 
Uon for the E]q>loiation and Ovilisadon of 
Africa. Stanley was wide^ regarded in Britain 
as a freebooter and a thug. “He has no coQcem 
with justice, no d^t to adminteter it; be comes 
with no sancoon, no authority, no jurisdiction 
- nothing but emlosive bullets and a copy 
of The Daify T^gyapK* wrote The Sautr- 
dt^ Review.

Think of the Canadian paietroopefs in Somalia, tor- 
turing two of the pec^lc th^ had been sent to feed. 

LE, when we look az the tragedy in Zaire, we sim- 
ply see a caricature of tribal clashes and jungk sav- 
agery, then we see false. The roots of today’s strug- 
gles, deaths and disasters in central Africalie in the 
dea^y encounter of Europe with Africa. It was Bd- 
gjum and Fhmce that created the state structures 
of ^ire, Burundi and Rwanda; emphasised the 
“ethnic” differences that now friel genocide; drew 
thelxtundaiies; and dedded who would rule whom, 
fo Zaire, it is not just the Fhitu militias from Rwanda 
(hat bear the blame for the crisis; it is the Western- 
dominated UN Security Council, for i^aoring them 
until it was (almost) too late: and it is those who 
anned and su]^[died foe forces on the ground (whidi 
appears to have been almbsl everyone). And in 
2^Ltre, crumblii^ n^idly now that foe le^me of 
Mobutu Seko fe all but over, who was it that 
pitwided the cash to prep up a corrupt r^me? Who 
supplies the wefqtons to foe rebels who to over- 

thnW it? Who foes the transport planes, sells the 
rifles, feeds foe constant wars for resources and 
influence throughout Africa? Is it any surprise that 
the Hrencb are seen as far from neuti^ with their 
histoiy of involvement in foe Hutu-Tbtsi antagomsin, 
or foe British suspect, with their baci^EOund in foe 
area? 

The darkness that Conrad saw was not in 
Africa; it was in foe hearts of the colo- 
nialists themselves, those men ufoo trav- 
elled from far awity nifo their high hopes 
and saw them fade into their worst fears. 

Nor was it just oolonialisin; there is a jSo 
desilfoiepesimism, asense of doubt about 
Europe itself and its “civilised” values tiiat 
pervades foe book. This, too, is bound 
to strike a chord with us as we bead 
towards foe mid of out blootty 
century. 

Conrad was writing at foe 
end of the 19fo century, vfoen 
file ideas of pr ogress, faith in 
science, and rationality 
were ^hig.

In much of the 
City and the media, people 
have oireacfy made the men- 
tal atQustmenL Ibny Blair 
and I^ter Mandelson are 
almost in power. 

The problem, of course, is 
that oonventioi^ wisdom is 
so often foolish; that what 
liberal-minded Britain con- 
siders irrefutable has been so 
often refuted, and t^t the 
Ci’O' and my ptofesskm are 
su(± bad futurologists. Per- 
haps there is too much hidden superstition in 
my argument. But there it is. The feding IuHm- 
Cao it be putified at all? Evidence of 
Labour invincibility is based, of course, on the 
polls, which have long shown a huge and con- 
sistent Oppodtioo lead. This is the sdentiftc 
age. Polling is practised with scientific seri- 
ousness. Pollsters gather in conferences, 
exchange inibnnatioa and discuss techniques. 
Often, th^ have been remarkably accurate. 
Their authority comes firom their reccnrd, 
whkh was dented in 1992 but not demolished. 

Yet polling is not science. It is firing ques- 
tions and hiwing for truthftiJ answers. In the 
past, some (uth^ answers haven*t been - that 
is more or less common ground. 

We believe that an unlmown proportion of 
Toiy voters lied to pollsters about their inten- 
tions. We strong^ wqiect that among those 
\riio refused to answer there were more Con- 
servatives. We know that some receot.poUs 
overstate the anti-lbxy vote: one highly-publi- 
dsed one included another qpcstion about bow 
people voted in 1992, which demonstrated 

E relty conclusively that NeflKiniio^won and 
as therefore presumabhf been m power for 
years. (It’s just that oobc^s noticed yet) 

My point is only that if people both didOiR 
the Conservatives and also suspect tlul th^ 
may vote for them, noses pinch^ to preserve 
a modest but long-established recovery, that 
behaviour would be peculiar^ difficult for poll- 
sters to tease ouL liiis is not a ficank country. 
These voters will feel ambiguous, perhaps oon- 
ftised, even ashamed. And if th^ haven't quite 
confessed lo the bathroom mirror, they are 
unlikely to tell a pollster.

Starting fr^ the premise 
that these children come firom 
chaotic, UDprathciable house- 
holds, High/^pe teaches 
them how to think, analyse and 
structure their tune - “Plan, 
Do, Review”. WeOcart is fight- 
ing a rear-gu^d action against 
the current reactionary ^shion 
for more Chalk and Talk, more 
Sit Up and Shut Up teaching. 
9^at diey learn bai^ matters 
at aS, be says. It does not last 


and ft makes little impact on 
their future. Learning to think 
about what they are doing is 
what makes the difference to 
the rest of their lives. 

Weikart's studies show that 
children who have a heavily 
academic nursery education 
empbasisa^ the tliree Rs do far 
less well in the long run than 
those who have been taught 
ways of thinking rather than 
content. (Tbou^ any nuisery 
schooling helps.) The trick is to 
make each child plan, think 
about and describe each acth’- 
ivy thn choose to do. The suc- 
cess of^tbe scheme also depends 
on bringiDg parents into the 
pr^ect, with at least 20 home 
visits a year. 

"Weil^ is scathing about the 


importance of 10 tests. 
Hij^i/Scope improves the chil- 
dren's IQ score by some 25 
points, as they enter primary 
school But the age of 10. the 
Higft'Scqpers and those with no 
nursery education all have the 
same average scores. Yet the 
High.'Scopers go on to do spec- 
tacularty belter. Whatever IQ is, 
he does not find it a useful pre- 
dictor of the qualities needed 
for social stahili^' in later life. 

So for several decades we 
have had these results to mull 
over. What effect has it had? 
Weikart smiles wryly. IntcnsKv 
nursery education is still only 
patchily provided. “Bui Michi- 
gan is buuding two new prisons 
e\'eiy year instead, and has 
plans to keep building them 


indefinitely." Prison building is 
eating up all other budgets pro- 
gressively, as it will in Britain, 
even though every dollar spent 
on High/^pe children saved 
57 later in their Jives on crime 
andwelfiire. In Midijgan,whj(^ 
funded the initial programme, 
3,000 children arc in 
Hig^i/Soope when, he estimates, 
some 25,000 severely deprived 
children a year arc in need of it. 

Governments have no idea 
of economic planning when it 
comes to social projects, 
Weikart says. “If a company 
wants to build a new hotel they 
don't wait until they have saved 
that mon^. They go out and 
borrow it, knowing they will 
make profits to pay the money 
back. The same is true of nurs- 
eries and other preventaiivc 
schemes. Borrow to invest now 
and reap the profits later. But 
they refuse to think that way.“ 

Sodal problems are never 
treated like health problem.s. If 
some new medical cure arrives, 
even at great expense for a 
small number of sufferers, the 
NHS gjves in to the clamour to 
provide it. But when the solu- 
tion is not medical but social, 
thepolk^-makers amply ignore 
iL l^t is par^ because there 
is rarely anything like the same 
social evidence expensively 
gathered to bolster arguments 
for new medical treatments. 
Most good social schemes only 
just manage to soape together 
funds for the project itself, Irv- 
ing hand to mouth from year to 
year, with no extra money for 
long-term monitoring of re^ts. 

But if we were to redefine 
crime as a disease, we would 
think about ft in a more con- 
structive. proUem-soMng w^. 
Imagine migh^ Royal Col- 
leges with highly paid and dis- 
tinguished consultants were in 
charge of curing various social 
sicknesses. Imagine a whole 
great establishment devoted to 
rooting out the causes of crime, 
researdiing the ^demioJcigy 
and the cost effectiveness of var- 
ious treatmeiits with all the 
grandeur, status and ftmd^ 
we give i^ysica] illness - then we 
might make some progress. 

Since people are as worried 
about crane as thi^ are about 
health, a gigantic crime-busting 
sodal package should be 
Labour’s priori^ for its mani- 
festo. And the Tbrie^ too, for 
that matter. PoUtidans have 
made nursery pJet^ in the past 
but not fbcusii^ on the need for 
expensive, intensive pro- 
grammes for those children wto 
are roost Ukely to cost sodety 
dear in the fillup Bui to do thm 
would take borrowing or taxing 
now to invest wisely for long- 
term savings. 


Life’s no joke in the laM^yers’ chamber of horrors 


W hat do you call 1,000 lawyers 
at the bottom of the ocean? 
A good start. Wbafs the dif- 
ference between a dead lawyer on the 
road and a dead rat? The dead rat has 
.skid marks in front of it Why can 
law^'CTS swim in shaifc-infested waters 
without danger of being eaten? Pro- 
fessional couneqr. 

.And so the jok^go on and on. The 
legal profession has spawned a com- 
edy industry. There are 70.000 pages 
of this poisonous wit on the Internet, 
all marks of public contempt for 
m'learned Mends. And how they’re 
hurting. Yesterday, Barbara , Mills, 
Director of PuUic Prosecutions, faced 
with accusations that the solicitois she 
employs are m&erable, offered an 
intriguing insist into more general 
trouble in chambers. Her retort., 
amounted to a claim that since most 
lawyers are miscnible, we shouldn’t be 
100 surprised if a firw in her own legal 
comer, the Crown Prosecution Ser- 
vice, are off colour, Some M per 
cent erf solidiois in private practice are 
looking for a new job, Ms Mills told 
Radio 4's Ttfday programme. 

.A nation choked on its muesli, 
can it be that aprofession a^iar- 
cnlly living on blank cheques can be 
in the doldrums? Ws, never realised 
that the bewigged were so unhapiv 
and such sensitive beings. (Why is it 
that many lawyers have broken noses? 
From chasing parked ambulances.) 
Have we, perh:^ been going a bit loo 
for with the aad humour? 

Apparunih’* so, according to The 
Lanyer, a weekly new^per, which 
polled its readers in the summer and 
found Uim 63percent of the respon- ' 
dents thought lawyers 1^ a negative 
public image. Nearly nine out of 10 
thought the profession ' was less 
respected than 20 years ago. 

How is it that lawyers have come to 
he reuarded as low life, sunk, as th^ 

arc down there with journalists and

• nspopulaxity. After all., lawyers, 
thouj^ je^pect^le, have never been 
loved. When Dick discusse^a xeplac^ 
;mept for the King in Shake^teare’s 
"Heniy VI, Rut B, he decOarea his pri- 


ori^. 'The first thing we do, lef s Idl] 
ail the lawyers." 

Mai^ lawyers are fed up because 
the go(^ old dscys of job secori^ arc 
over. '*It used to be the case that u you 
had 3 law de^ee, especially one firom 
Oxford or Cambric^e. then doors 
opened," said one lawyer. “Y’tm were 
sure of a job. But m recent years, we 
have felt, for the first time, the chill of 
recession." In the early Nineties 
lawyers ttqierienced unempicyment. 
and' thou^ business has recovered, 
those used to privilege are still in 
shocL 

“Law is so much more, competitive 
these days,” said another. “We are 
being asked to market ourselves more 
aggresivciy. In the past, business 


clients would stay with you for years 
unless someihing terrible went wrong. 
Now they are sboj 7 >uig around ruth- 
lessly. Th^ might have close rela- 
tionships with three or four legal 
firms and play one off against the 
other. In the old days, clients would 
have been scared to ask at the begin- 
ning for a quote. And they certainly 
wouldn't go off to another firm for 
another estimate and return to teU you 
they had a lower quote. All that's 
chan^d. 

“1^’re given billing targets. Finns 
expect jrou to produce a minimum 
number of billable hours work a day 
- maybe three or four in ea^-going 
fin^ or SR in the toughest outfits. You 
have to be great at glad-banding 
clients. 

“Younger lawyers are dissatisfiecL 
It’s harder to get a parmership. And 
people are wonder^ whether part- 
nership is worth the trouble, because 
of the lesponsibili^. There is also the 
financial risk - some firms have gone 
bankrupt. And mai^ of those who are 
rea^ to wait for partnership are frus- 
trated with the managements of firms, 
which they can see don’t have the 
manager^ marketing or PR skills 
that are needed in this more compet- 
itive environment." 

All very sad. But ma^ will recog- 
nise this as a snapshot of just about any 
professional ^oup over the past 
decade, struggling to adjust from cosy 
secuTT^ to a risky and harder working 
life, with some fining great financial 
reward, others facing sudden failure. 

If the jokes are any^ing to go by, 
the public will have little sympathy. 
(How do you gel a lawyer out of a 
tree? Cut the rope). Nor will the con- 
cerns of m'learned friends gain much 
credibDity (How can you tell a lawyer 
is lying? His lips are moving.) The 
most likely outcome is that lawyers, 
like teachers and doctois, will gel used 
to the harsher new world. And most 
recognise that it's wise to suffer in 
sOence. "No one will tell you on the 
record that he'd like a diffcrei^'ob," 
one lawyer said yesterday. “Cuenls 
would say, Tm ikying him £200 an 
hour and he’s saying he doesn't warn 
to be a lawyer.’ ”

The most famous of French 
astxologets was Madame Solefi. 
It was several years after the 
war. u4ien her hat-making busi- 
ness had collapsed and it was 
necessary to support four chil- 
dren. that she joined the 30,000 
professiooai fortune tellers who 
e-tisted in France during the 
1960s. She worked in foiis, un- 
til in the 1960s she was suc- 
cessful enough to require 
permanent consuJting rooms 
in the Place du Commerce in 
the l5lham9Rdhsemem of Paris.

A frail blonde with no previous 
acting experience, Virginia 
Cheriffi became part of soeen 
history with her first film, the

lie Chaplin) has corbm^ to 
move and captivate, audiences 
ever since the film’spi^ere 
in 1931. Her subsequent film 
roles were less distit^oished

ri^'tp Caty Grant, riie came 
to'Ehgland, wfi^ thiougbout 
the war yeac^'^ she was the 
Countess of Jersey. 

Bom on a farm m.Carthage, 
nUnois, in 1908, she mq^dto 
California in 1928 after a dis- 
astrous early marriage to a 
Clucago lawyer.

Customs ordered 


to repay £35m WT

The High Court yesterday de- 
livered a blow to the Customs 
& Excise over its increasingly 
tough policy on value added tax 
collection by ruling that it bad 
acted illegally in refosing to re- 
fund about £^m that had been 
paid in error. 

The hard-hitting ruling was 
hailed ty accountants as great 
news for the business commu- 
nity, which had been waging a 
campaign against the Govem- 
menfs anempts to reduce its ex- 
posure 10 la^ VAT refunds ^ 
unpasing a time limit on claims. 
Most advisers accept the need 
for some Ihnii and propose six 
ivais. in iine with the period that 
applies to Customs officials In- 
vestigating taxpayers' affairs. 

However, though Customs is 
not expected to appeal against 
the judgment, it immediatety 
made clear that the ta.xpaycrs' 
victory may be shortlived be- 
c:iuse it still intends to include 


piopos^ to introduce a three- 
year cap in next week's BudgeL 

Though the organisatioos - 
including the mail-order com- 
paaiies CHJS and Kay & Co and 
the drinks group Allied 
Domecq will be entitled to im- 
mediate payment of the mon- 
ey.

Visitors 
lift Euro 
Disney 
by 55%

A sharp increase in visitor num- 
bers lo Dirae>'!and Paris, better 
occupancy rates at the theme 
park’s hotels and higher spend- 
ing per head helped Euro Dis- 
ney to a 55 per cent rise in 
underlying profits in tbe year to 
September. 

The debt-laden leisure com- 
pany admitted, however, that 
Ihe interest costs on its bo^ 
rowines are set to rise rapidly 
over the next few years forcing 
it to run hard simply to stand 
still in profit terms. 

Philippe Bourguignon. chrir- 
man and chief executive, said: 

ore proud of what has been 
accomplished in a difficult eco- 
nomic environment, particu- 
larly for the tourism industry. 
Persistcnl weakness in tbe econ- 
omy. constant pressure on our 
prices and the strong increase 
in financial charges constitute 
several real challenges for the 
future, particularly ui 1997." 

Attendances rose ^ 9 per 
cent to 11.7 million visitors io 
the rear to September, the sec- 
ond foil-year period since a 
financial restructuring in 1994 
rescued Euro Disney. Num- 
bers were boosted hy the open- 
ing of the Space Mountain ride, 
the introduction of lower win- 
ter prices in October 1995 and 
the completion of high-speed 
direct train links wiib western 
France and London. 

Occupancy rates in the park’s 
seven hotels Increased lo 72 per 
cent, up 4 percentage points, 
and spend per room increa.sed 
by 3 per cent (o just over 
Frl.lX)ti.
